Art we remediless f Instances of this kind 
mi* ht be multiplied to any extent. I put them 
bee mse they were many of them stated during 
the process of the argument, and they are oa- 
ses, too, easily understood. And .the question 
reti rns apon.ua. where is tbe protection of tbe 
peo ile against them 1 Counsel seemed to feel 
the aeceesity that there shoaid be tone remedy 
fur ke«, and they ftftvffemty htetod where 
thai r*t»«4r was to be found.

are one and indivisible. 


Here ii the vie 3 of most of the reasoning 


upon this subject. Gentlemen will not dis- 
criminate, or do net discriminate between the 
office and the oflic jr, a department of the Gov- 
erdment and a person exercising and acting in 
thnt department. Yet, to my mind, there i* no 
difficnlty whatever in making a distinction. I 
can easily conceive how an intruder may be re- 
moved fiom a department without interfering 
with, or disturbing or impairing one jot ortittle 
of the powers of such department. Were It 
not for the conceded ability of the gentlemen 
who have advanced this argument, vitiated by 
this palpable folia jy, involved in it, I should 
not deem it worthy a moment's examination.— 
As it is, it most be treated with sufficient re- 
spect to explode, i;' possible, tbe absurdity.— 
And I therefore say tbat there is not, and from 
tbe nnture of the case there cannot be, any re- 
somblince, any similitude, any necessary con- 
nection, much less identity, between a departs 
ment of the Government, and tbe person exer- 
cising the duties of the department. A de- 
partment i* a division or classification of* cer 
tain kind of tbe powers of the Government It 
is not necessary to define what a person is only 
negatively—and say tbat a person i* not a de* 
partment Consider that tbe agents, the offi- 
cers of th««e dfpsrtments have been o»aiei>

changed. Some buve died perhaps, and others 
removed from the State ; but the departments 
whose duties they discharged, are still uninv» 
paired. So that this Court can sit, examine 
and decide upontha rights of contestants to the 
office of Governor, and give judgment agnintt 
one, and for another, without breaking down 
or disturbing the Executive department of the 
Government. 


Another conclusion, morealannins.Rnd morn 


inconsequential th:m any yet noticed, i:; sai:l to 
follow from the independence and ci.uqualit} 
of the department! of the Government 
It ia 


the power of the person holding the ofiic-o of 
Governor to determine his own right to i;._ 
Whence does he derive this power 7 As ob- 
served by the Chiff Justice, in the opinion de- 
livered by him, yo:i look In vain through the 
Constitution and fie Laws for a provision giv- 
ing him this power. If he bus it at hll, it is im- 
derived and inherent in the otiice. Ic is a high 
prerogative not claimed by royalty itsiOf, nu- 
lees in tho person if a despot. I dull be slow 
to believe that it telongs to any officer of this 
Government. 


Much baa been said about: what this Court 


must take judicial notice of; aa that it must ju- 
dicially know that the Board of State Canvas- 


i ers canvassed tbe votes cast at the late elec- 


I tion ; determined upon such canvas* that the 


Respondent in thi:: CHIIFO haa received a major- 
ity of such votes ; thnt they made the state- 
ment required by law, certified to it, and filed 
it in tho office of the Secretary of St;tti>, and 
that thereupon tbe Secretary gave t belt impend- 
ent a certificate 01" election under the Seal of 
the Stute, nnd thut the Respondent ia the net- 
ing Governor of the Strife. 
I suppose we do 


take judicial noticJ that tho Respondent ia tbe 
acting Governor in the snme sense, and in no 
other, that we tf.hc judicinl notice of who is 
the acting Sheriff .>r Circuit Judge of this coun- 
ty. The right of persons to hold oflice cnnnot 
be inquired into collaterally. It can only be 
done by ft direct proceeding of this nature). — 
The determination of the Board of Stutc Can- 
vassers, and the certificate of election, wo ciiu 
only take notice of when set up in « proper 
plea before us. This has not been done, tho 
counsel declining to plead them in bnr to this 
proceeding. But this Court cannot know, ex- 
cept by a laborious, long continued and system- 
atic inquiry, nil al-out the votes cast at tlie lust 
election — whether there \vere any frauds or 
mistaken in tbo nanvassing or return of votes 
that affected or destroyed the right of a person 
to nn office. 
And I suppose thin rule input) of 


general application. These observations might 
be extended, but '.'. do not deem it necessary. 


I havo given muiie of the reasons which have 


led mo to tht> com Insion that, under our Con- 
stitution itnd lawH, this Court ban jurisdiction 
oftfais proceeding- That is really tho (irt-Ht 
question ia thecn^e, and thc only one of abid- 
ing interest whicli the Court h:is been called 
upon to decide. 1 desire that thin point should 
stand boldly oat upon tho record of the case, 
and I shall not attempt to divert the public at- 
tention from that ;.>oint to minor issue*. I am 
prepared to take my share in the responsibility 
of this decision, '.'his court has not this dis- 
cussion, this apparent conflict with tlie other 
powers of the Govorment 
The questions have 


been presented here in the regular order, aud 
we have decided no more nor no faster than 
tho record compehed us to decido. And altor 
the angry passions of thia hour shall h:tve be- 
come stilled, uud tiio inconsiderate heat of par- 
ty feeling subsided, when men's minds shall 
have became calmer ami reason again assert 
her supremacy ovi r thciu, 1 cannot but believe 
that this decision will bo generally approved.

Now us to the motion lor judgment. Without 


doubt, judgment n .'ouster eun bn given against 
the Respondent, ho having corifiWed all the al- 
legittiuns of the information to be true, which 
nre well pleaded. Such in the lej-ul eflert of 
his default. 
Ono of HIORO allegations is. that 


ho has usurped nnd intruded into the office of 
Governor, nnd now holds it without any lawful 
authority. It can lot now be necessary to go 
on and tnke proof and establish thia allegation ; 
if it is, a party wicild obtain a great advantage 
over his adversary by refusing to plead, and 
make up nn issu.'. I believe tin? authorities 
generally sny,that, though in form this is » crim- 
inal proceeding, yet that in character it is a 
civil one; consequently the same effect in giv- 
en to a default ns in HII ordinary civil action. — 
This WHS the prfietice adopted in the recent 
contest about the ollice of Supremo Judge iu 
the Stato of New York. Upon the default of 
Cowles.juilgment cf ouster was rendered against 
him. 


But what is the effect of this default upon 


the rights of the lielstor'f 
In the cnsc just 


referred to— ns I understand it— upon Cowles* 
making default, tha Court not only gave judg- 
ment of ouster agi.inst him, but a judgment ess 
tablishing the right of Davies. And I am in- 
clined to think th«t this is the geneial and per- 
haps correct practice. And in this I regret 
that it is so. I wi ih thnt there was some wny 
in which an issue < ould be made up and tried, 
and the Rotator's richt to the office could be 
affirmatively established, by the moit compe- 
tent testimony. 


But I know of none. I have thought that on 


account of the importance of this office, and the 
very great interest which seeniH to be felt 
throughout tbe State in reference to the cause, 
and after the action of the Attorney General 
and the communication which he has made to 
Hie Court, tbat we might require tbe Relator 
to show at least a/mma/acu right to tbe of- 
fice by exhibiting ]<roofa before us. I do not 
say tbat this is necessary for hint to do so In or- 
der to entitle him toajudgmeot upon tbe au- 
thorities. According to strict technical rules 
of. practice, I believe that tbe relator is now 
entitled to a judgment establishing bis right; 
and though tbii is HO, and notwithstanding the 
practice may be atomalous.yet for tbe reasons 
above assigned, I < o not think it an undue cau- 
tion, an unreasonable exercise of tbe Court — 
if we have such discretion, and I think we have 
—to inquire of the Relator some proof, which 
will show thatprin.fl/acie he has a right to the 
office before we give a float judgment in his fa» 
for.
